HAEFNER DANGEROUSLY HURT.

A Prominent Democratic Politician Thrown
from a Bagey and Injured.

John Haefner lies at his home, on Okio
street, very near to death, suffering from
an injary at the base of the brain, which
was received at an early hour Saturday
morning.,. The injury was presumably re-
ceived by being thrown from his buggy
against an electrie pole on East Washing-
ton street. Haefner has been unoonscious
eéver since the aocident occurred, and has,
therefore, been unable to give any account
of bow he came by bis injuries, Haefner
is a msnipulator of bis precinet in the in-
tereat of the Democratio party, and had at-
tended the convention at the Hendricks
Clab hall on Friday night. When the con-

vention adjourned, at 1:30 BSaturday
morning, in company with ex-Sheritt
Henry Langenbarg and a man

named Yoongerman, he started home. All

tbree of the men had been drinking more
or less iIntoxieants daring the evening and
on their way home stopped in o saloon at
No. 770 East Washington strest where they
onece mors imbibed freely. The aawn waa
approsehing rapidly and Haefner cageested
that they go bome, bus was pursuaded to
remain some time in the saloon. The trio
remained until the proprietor ejected them
from the place, 1t 18 said, on accoant of the
disturbance they were making.

Haefner and Langenberg got into the
former’'s buggy and drove east on Wash.
mgton street, while Youngerman left them
in front of the saloon. Lagenberg left the
buggy somewbhere between the saioon and
Haefner's home on Ohio street, a short dis-
tance east Rarz! atreet, Haefner was
found upon the pireet in an unconscious
condition, and it is supposed that he fell
asleep from the effects of hisdrinking and
fell out of his bugey against an clectrio
pole or upon a atone on the road. He was
taken to nis home by friends and Dr. R, W.
lLong was ealled 1n to attend him. The
pbysician’s examination showed that the
injury was very dangerous and might re-
sult fatallv. The injury to the base of the
brain was, at the first examination,
thought to be a faoture of the skull, but
this proved to be & mistake. The condi-
tion of the man, howaver, 1s still very ecrit-
ieal and Dr. Long said last night in speak-
ing to a friend of Haefner's that the injured
man was by no means out of canger, there
being a likelihood of inflammation setting
in,which wonldentail serious consequences
snd in all probavility resalt in death.
During Saturday and >onday Haefner re-
maineg uneonscious, and his condition
was such that only members of the imme-
diate family were permitted to see him. A
pnmber of intimate friends who ealled at
the house yesterday were refused admis-
sion,

The family and friends of the injured
man made every effort to keep the fact of
his having been hurt from becoming gen-
erally knownp, and were very reticent in
talking abont the affair.

Examiner Young About Completed His
Investigation of the Suspended Bank.

Talk About the Affaira of the Indianapolis
National—What Is Being Said About

Some of Its Heaviest Accounts

Edward 8. Hawkins, receiver of the In-
disnapolis National Bank, returned to the
o1ty Saturday evening and will take charge
of affairs as soon as Examiner Young bas
completed hissnventory and forwarded his
report. to Controller Eckles, which will
probably be to-day or to-morrow. The re-
tarn of the receiver has had the effecs of
quickening the rumors and gossip conocern-
ing the bank’'s ailairs which have been
ourrent since its suspension two weeks ago
to-morrow morning, and correspondents of
Various papers sent summaries of
what is 18 being said to their papers last
night. Probably much that has been said is
inaccurate and exaggerated, as is apt to be
the case under such eircumstances at all
times, but after discounting much of this
talk, the impression still prevails that Mr,
Haughey, the bank’s president, has been
duped or misled into making excessive
loans to certain institutions. Mr. Haugh-
ey’s long experience as a banker, and his

unblemished reputation are umiversally
admitted and oun all sides sympathy is ex-
pressed for bim in his misfortunes.

It is alleged, among other things, that
the amount of che indebtedness to the bank
of the Indianapolis Cabinet Company ap-
proximates $400,000. and the story goes that
the first loan of £i0,000 was made to the
Cabinet Company’s president,Mr.Francia A.
Coflin. Subsequently Mr. Percival B. Cof-
fin, the secretary, is said to have borrowed
& like amount. Leater on $30,000 was ad-
vanced to the corporation, bringing the ag-
gtagsto up to $90,000. At this stage the

ank refused to make any furtber ad-
vances, but shortly afterward &
brapch of the ooncern was opened
at Kichmond, and £50,000 more was losned
this branch. As time progressed eight
other branches were established, toeach of
which 850,000 was extended, until twelve
notes for $30.000 each had been given,
swelling the total to §300,000, It is far-
ther claimed that the interess on these
notes has never been paid in cash, but that
the amounts due on this acoount have been
paid by the tranfer of other notes, and by
overdraftsa. The oflicers of the Cabinet
Compsny claim to bave mssets of about
$700,000, including plants at nine differ=nt
pointsin this country and Eurupe.

The Indianapolis ylue worksand the In-
dianapolis curled hair works are also sard
to be indehted to the bank to the extent of
between £260,000 and §300,000, the notes
making up this aggregate having been
given by the company in 1ts corporate ca-
pacity, and Ly 1ts officers and attachea.
Sohuyler C, Haughey, Louis C. Haughey,
William H. Wileon, superintendent o:r the
works, engineer Yooum, and two or
three other individuals in this city
aad Weil & Co., of Chicago, are each said
to have given notes for large sums, the pro-
ceeds of which were given to the glue
works and the curled hair works, Itis
farther claimed that the bank has about
$150,000 worsh of paper formerly belonging
to Fletcher & Sharpe, on which little or
nothing can be realized. The value of
this paper cannot be determined now and
probably seme time will elapse before an
scourate estimate can be formed. Mean-
while apeculation as to what the bank will
eventually pay depositors is idle.

Bank Examiner Young was seen by a re-
porter last night and asked when his re-
port would be forwarded to the Centrolier.

*“| oannot say just when,” he replied,
“bus probably within a day or two—not
Iater than Wedneeday.” Asked 1if he could
give any indication of the nature of the re.
port, herepled: *“‘Certainly not.”

“We capn probably get 1t from the Wash.
ington end,” remarked the reporter.

“*As to that I cannot say,” reaponded Mr.
Young. ‘“I'hese reports are always of a
contidential characoter, and not infrequent-
ly even membersof Congress are denied ac-
cess to them. Bat,” he added, “l1 can say
this muech: when my report is made publio
it will furpish some interesting reading.”

This morning three big mortgages agare-
gating 87,000 will be filed. One is for $40,-
000, given by the Indianapoiis Glue Coms-
pany, one for $27,000 by the Indianapohis
Curiea Hair Company and one for $20,000
given by President T. P. Haughey, cover-
ing bis real and personal property. Theae
mortgages are given to the bank to cover
moneys borrowed by the firms, They were
put in Examiner Young’s bands on Satur-

day.

“DUTCHYI" USED A KNIFE.

Jeflf Harris, a Street- Car Man, Stabbed by a
Young Tough.

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the blade entering his left thigh. Harria'
exciaimed that he had been stabbed, and,
on the appearance of a number of other
employea of the stavle, the assailant and
his partoner fled. ‘Ihey were followed sev-
eral squaares, but escaped.

The wound inflicted by the knife bled
copiousiv, and Harris was carried into the
oftice suffering greatly from loss of blood.
The report was cireunlated that the 1njury
would probably prove fatai, but the
physician who was summonoed from Dr.
Marsees’s stafli suncceeded 1o stopping the
flow of blood and ascertained that no art-
eries had been severed. The wounded man
was takea t¢ bis home, at No, 108 North
Davidson street. The man who used the
knife so freely 18 employed at the Kingan
packing house, and police officers were sent
down in that vicinity to look for him, bat
at a late hour last night he bad mot been
caprured.

SMOKE AND A SMALL PANIC.

Gues s at the Circle House Frightened Ly
Big Cleuds of Smoke.

A few minutes before midnight an slarm
of fire was sounded from Box 45 at the
corner of Meridian and Washington streeta,
The fire, which was extinguished without
material loss, was in the oellar of the Cir-
cle House, a half block north, on Meridian
street, and bad made considerable head-
way among & lot of old boxes and rabbish
before it was discovered. Herman
Ackelow, the proprietor of the bhotel,
and Airbert Reisner, thbe night
clerk, were sitting in front of the

hotel when they meticed a large volame of
smoke issuing from the eceliar. They
rushed to the corner and sounded the
alsrm. The fire started about the miadle
of the building onder the west end of the
dining-room. which is immediately 1n the
rear of the office. The loss will not exeeed
$500 and a large part of thie 18 due to the
smoke. whioh spread through the entire
buildine. The loss is fully covered by in-
surance, The building is owned by Mra,
Rbodiuns, propriesress of the Circle Park
Hotel

A number of the guest were seized with
the usual terror that takes possession of
one in & barning building, and sowme of
them became very muaoh excited till they
learned that there was no dauger from the
flames. Gregor MoGregor, a tile setter,
was the last of the guests to leave the
building. He had retired early and was in
the land of Nod when the fire broke out,
Heslept on all unconcious of the excite-
ment till he was aroused by another guest.
Roger Jones, a nineteen-year-old boy oe-
cupying KHoom 16, came very near being
suffocated by the smoke which had filled
his room before he awoke. William Prioe,
who oocupied the adjoining room, had pres-
ence of mind enough to call Jones as he
(Price) started down stairs. Receiving no
answer he entered the room, and finding
Jones lying on the bed, he picked bhim up
and oarried him down stairs on his shoul-
der. Annie Link, a cbhambermaid, who
sleeps in the kitchen, also came very near
boin1 suffocated. She has been in the hab-
it of locking her door with a padlock. Find-
ing the room full of smoke she became 8o
frightened that she could not umnloock the
door. Officer Richardson, wko waa one
of the first wupon the scene, was at-
tracted to the room by the giri's fran-
tio efforts to open the door, and forced is
open. Assoon as the aoor opened the girl
rushed out elad in her night robes, and car-
rying all her wearing apparel under her
arm. A guest named Stamboul, who oe-
ocupied a room on the fourth floor, was
awakened by the rush of the fire depart-
ment, and found the hallway filled with
smoke. He very calmly walked back into
his room and elimbed ont un the fire eacape,
One of the firemen saw bhim and told him
there was no danger. Stambounl kept his
position and ecalmly viewed the work of
extinguishing the fire from his lofty perch
for several minutes, and then, as the amoke
had cleared from the hallway, he descended
via the stairway.
